Germ* cannot be ns destructive to 
human health as Is popularly believed, : 
for If they w**r«* the total destruction of ! 
the orientals would have taken place 
many centuries ago, for among the j 
m any peculiar and primitive customs i 
of the si uncivilized races of the Holy j 
Land one of tie* most loathsome prut** I 
tired today is that called by westerners j 
“dipping In the d is h ” The custom dates ; 
b a c k to Biblical «lays. 
Witnessing an Arab meal, one truly j 
wonders that there can be any human 1 
beings left to carry on this horrid cus* j 
tom when one considers bow great are 
the precautions deemed necessary in 
elvlllzed lands both for the ink«* of 
lea ii I ¡ness and for checking th** spread 
of disease, for it is a collection of 
dirty and grimy hands that one secs 
around the one common dish of rice 
and beans or of sour milk which eon* 
ititutes th** principal meal of the day, 
either in the home or In the field. 
To watch these hungry beings set­ 
ting to work t<> devour their food, mak­ 
ing ihc of their black hands reeking 
with filth and grime, is enough to take 
away one’s own appetite. True enough, 
according to th<* religious laws of both 
Mohammedans and Jews, it is required 
that the hands he washed before euting 
as well as before praying. 
Uorreet 
manners demand that the bearer of a 
pitcher shall pour water over the hands 
of each member of a group sitting 
down to eat. 
Where the people are 
well to do both pit* her and basin are 
of silver, and a towel is carried on the 
bearer’s arm for the wiping of hands. 
Ordinary people simply pour the water 
over the hands, letting it fall to the 
ground and using the corner of the 
flowing robe for a towel. 
But even whou they do thus “wash 
their hands'* before sitting down to 
eat the scarcity of water allows only a 
so called “cat’s lick,” and, as soap is 
an unknowu quantity t<* the Arab, this 
sprinkling of water over his finger tips 
does not really lessen the <1 Irt on the 
hands, as they are rarely washed at 
other times, nor docs it remove any 
germs of dbease that must inevitably 
have settled there during the day’s in 
tercourse with animals and friends and 
neighbors of every class anil condition, 
to each of whom a hearty salutation 
has been offered in the shape of much 
handshaking and effusive kissing of 
both hands and faces, all of which 
would tend more or less to spread 
germs. 
When one thinks of the numerous 
lepers in Palestine, who are allowed 
much freedom, and of those afflicted 
with minor skin diseases, who mingle 
freely with others regardless of the 
possibility of Infection, without men­ 
tioning the appalling prevalence of 
ophthalmia, about which there is abso­ 
lutely no care or precaution taken, it 
becomes a fearsome sight, this min­ 
gling of soiled and diseased hands In 
•me common dish of food at the same 
time and tlx* placing of these hands 
within the enters’ mouths after having 
handled food Just touched by their 
neighbor’s perhaps filthier ones. 
Still more repelling than this custom 
of putting one’s food into one’s own 
mouth with solhsl and greasy hands is 
the mark of attention demanded by 
Bedouin etiquette fr*»ni a host to bis 
guest. Before any of the group seated 
on th** rough matting around the wood­ 
en bowl of food on the floor l»egln to 
eat the host, with much ostentation, 
places Ids hand in the dish before him, 
and, taking out a good handful of the 
greasy sop, rolls It well between Ids 
palms and, patting It down thoroughly 
into the shape of a ball, reaches over 
toward his guest and himself puts it 
right into his mouth, pushing it well In 
with his fingers. 
This is Arab courtesy anti hospitali­ 
ty, and if the guest is well lired he will 
Often his mouth to receive this dainty 
morsel and thus accept Ids host’s mark 
of favor. With this signal tlx* meal be­ 
gins. 
Then, turning up their wide 
sleeves to keep them well out of the 
dish, the company set to work hastily 
to devour th** contents of the dish bo 
fore them, and suddenly eight or ten 
dirty hands are plung**d into the dish 
it one®. 
Then* is an unwritten law which ap­ 
points to each man his own portion for 
digging in the dish’*- that is, the part 
nearest to Ids right hand and it w ould 
bens gross impoliteness for him to help 
himself to that on his left as for w est­ 
erners to put knives in their mouths. 
Only one hand should be used, and 
with this halls are mad** out of the 
greasy mess, which are ebticked into 
the mouth by a dexterous movement of 
the thumb. 
But rules of savage eti­ 
quette are broken in tlx* orient as often 
is those of good breeding are in the 
accident, and so on** often sees groups 
of men in Palestine eating together in 
a rapacious manner, putting both soil­ 
ed hands in the dish at once for great­ 
er ease in more quickly scouring large 
mouthfuls of food. 
Th»* Arabs have a saying about any 
one who helps himself too greedily 
from tlx* dish: “ U* descends like the 
foot of a crow, but ascends like the 
hoof of a camel.” 
A meal «-onsUts of one course only, 
And ail the different messes arc mixed 
together, whether meats, sw o ts or 
acids. 
The only pretense made for a 
plate or u fork is the thin flat cake of 
bread which breaks up easily. 
With it 
persons sop up the fluids and vegetables 
and they dish up the handfuls of food 
wide!) they squeeze Into the bread, thus 
making the latt»*r serve for the outer 
wail of the bull of greasy substance 
whi« h 
1« to 
be thrown 
into 
their 
moo tbs. 
it Is then eaten with much 


smacking *,.i lips ami other vulgar 
sounds to demonstrate to tbelr host 
their thorough appreciation ami relish 
of his repast. 
Not to do this Is to ap 
pear most ungrateful and impolite. 
Each person, after well filling his 
mouth, shakes his open hand over the 
dish to throw back any grains of food 
Which 
might 
have adhered 
to 
his 
greasy palm. Jest any !*«• wasted I 
It 
Would seem os though the fact of their 
handling the common meats would he 
disgusting enough, but it is the climax 
to see them rubbing off the crumbs that 
stick to their dirty hands into tlx* bowl 
from whenc»* th* ir neighbors must take 
tlx ir next mouthful. 
This pro* css is 
repeated every Instant uutil every one 
is satisfied. 
Even in a land of such customs there 
are grades of barbarism. 
Thus the 
more civilized Arabs consider it rude 
to put the whole of one hand Into tix* 
dish and only us»* thro** fingers to help 
themselves more delicately t<> tlx* food 
from the common dish. 
Whenever 
they «I** attempt to use table utensils It 
is merely to find favor in th** eyes of 
sonx* European guest, and they appear 
ludicrous and clumsy in their handling 
of th«*se nxslern tools and not infre­ 
quently cut their lips w ith the knives 
or prick them with tlx* forks. 
Where cups are provided the drink­ 
ing is done In common, Just like the 
eating, for only one or two cups are 
considered necessary for the whole 
party. 
But the usual thing for them 
to do is to finish eating their meal 
without drinking and then all rise up 
ami go together to th«* well and drink 
till they ar»* satisfied. 
Whenever there is meat to be carved, 
or, rather, to lie divided among the 
company, the hosj does this with his 
hands, but not without abundantly 
splashing the garments of tin* partak­ 
ers of the feast as he tears the meat 
violently asunder. 
The clothes of the 
guests an* in constant danger »luring 
th»* meal, for if the host becomes very 
genial and happy he is liable to have 
sudden fits of affection for some of 
his friends and, with the usual exag­ 
gerated demonstrativeness of the ori­ 
ent, will hug the victim with both his 
sticky hands or else will throw* dainty 
morsels of meat towwrd him, torn off 
the bone especially for him, as a mark 
of favor aixl delicate attention. 
A European once asked some natives 
why they did not us** knives aud forks, 
and one of them answered indlguuutly: 
“The Men of using manufactured uten­ 
sils! 
It Is an Insult to God Almighty, 
who created our hands." 
Another ex­ 
plained that their mode was by far the 
Cleanlier, for he exclaimed; “How can 
y%u bear to put into your mouths 
knives and forks which have been used 
by other people? 
We prefer to eat 
with our hands, which ar«* absolutely 
our own."

SEMICIVILIZED ORIENTALS.

Germs cannot be as destructive to 
human health as is popularly believed, 
for if they were the total destruction of 
the orientals would have taken place 
many centuries ago, for among the 
many peculiar and primitive customs 
of the semicivilized races of the Holy 
Land on** of tile most loathsome prac­ 
ticed today is that called by westerners 
“dipping in the dish.” The custom dates 
back to Biblical days. 
Witnessing an Arab meal, one truly 
wonders that there can Ik* any human 
beings left to carry on this horrid cus­ 
tom when one considers how great are 
Hie precautions deemed necessary In 
civilized lands both for the sake of 
cleanliness and for checking the spread 
of discase, for it is a collection of 
dirty and grimy hands that one sees 
around lh** one common dish of rice 
and beans or of sour milk which con­ 
stitutes til** principal meal of the day, 
either iii the home or in tin* field. 
To watch these hungry beings set­ 
ting to work to devour their food, mak­ 
ing use of their black hands reeking 
with filth and grime, is enough to take 
away one’s own appetite. True enough, 
according to til** religious laws of both 
Mohammedans and Jews, it is required 
tliut the hands be washed before eating 
as well as before praying. 
Correct 
manners demand that the bearer of a 
pitcher shall pour water over the hands 
of each member of a group sitting 
down to eat. 
Where Hie people are 
well to do both pitcher and basin are 
of silver, and a towel Is carried on the 
bearer's arm for the wiping of hands. 
Ordinary people simply pour the water 
over the hands, letting it fall to the 
ground and using the corner of the 
flowing robe for a towel. 
But even when they do thus “wash 
their hands” before sitting down to 
eat the scarcity of water allows only a 
so called “cat's lick,” and, as soap is 
an unknown quantity to the Arab, this 
sprinkling of water over ins finger tips 
does not really lessen the dirt on the 
hands, as they are rarely washed at 
other times, nor does it remove any 
germs of disease that must inevitably 
have settled there during the day’s in­ 
tercourse with animals and friends and 
neighbors of every class and condition, 
to each of whom a hearty salutation 
has been off ere* I in the shape of much 
handshaking and effusive kissing of 
both hands and faces, all of which 
would tend more or less to spread 
germs. 
When one thinks of the numerous 
lepers in Palestine, who are allowed 
much freedom, and of those afflicted 
with minor skin diseases, who mingle 
freely with others regardless of the 
possibility of Infection, without men­ 
tioning the appalling prevalence of 
ophthalmia, about which there is abso­ 
lutely no care or precaution taken, it 
becomes a fearsome sight, this min­ 
gling of soiled and diseased hands in 
one common dish of food at the same 
time and til** placing of these hands 
within the oaters’ mouths after having 
handled food just touched by their 
neighbor’s perhaps filthier ones. 
Still more repelling than this custom 
of putting one’s food into one’s own 
mouth ’with soiled and greasy hands is 
tile mark of attention demanded by 
Bedouin etiquette from a host to his 
guest. Before any of the group seated 
on tin* rough matting around the wood­ 
en bowl of food on the floor begin to 
eat th** host, with much ostentation, 
places his hand in the dish before him, 
and, taking out a good handful of the 
greasy sop, rolls it well between his 
palms and, patting It down thoroughly 
into the shape of a ball, reaches over 
toward his guest and himself puts it 
rigid into ills mouth, pushing it well in 
with his fingers. 
This is Arab courtesy and hospitali­ 
ty, and if the guest is well tired he will 
open his mouth to receive this dainty 
morsel and thus accept las host’s mark 
of favor. With this signal the meal be­ 
gins. 
Then, turning up their wide 
sleeves to keep them well out of the 
dish, the company set to work hastily 
to devour the contents of the disli be­ 
fore them, and suddenly eight or ten 
dirty hands are plunged into the dish 
at once*. 
Then* is an unwritten law which ap­ 
points to each man his own portion for 
“digging in th** dish"- that is, the part 
nearest to his right hand and it would 
be as g ro s s impoliteness for him to help 
himself to that on ins left as for west­ 
erners to put knives in their mouths. 
Only one hand should be used, and 
with tins halls an* made out of the 
greasy moss, which are chucked into 
tin* mouth by a dexterous movement of 
the thumb. 
But rules of savage eti­ 
quette are broken in the orient as often 
bs those of good breeding are in the 
occident, and so one often sees groups 
of men in Palestine eating together in 
ti rn pa (‘ious manner, putting both soil­ 
ed hands in the Gish at once for great­ 
er etis** in more quickly securing large 
mouthfuls of food. 
The Arabs have a saying about any 
one who helps himself too greedily 
from tin* dish: “lh* descends like the 
foot of a crow, but ascends like the 
hoof of ti camel.” 
A meal consists of one course only, 
Sud till the different messes iii-** mixed 
together, whether meats, sweets or 
acids. 
The only pretense made for a 
plate or a fork Is tho thin flat cake of 
bread which breaks lip easily. With It 
persons sop up the fluids and vegetables 
and they dish up tin* handfuls of food 
which they squeeze Into the bread, thus 
making the latter serve for the outer 
wall of the ball of greasy substance 
which is to tie thrown into their 
months 
it is then eaten with much 


smacking cl' lips and other vulgar 
sounds to demonstrate to their host 
their thorough appreciation and relish 
of his repast. Not to do this is to ap­ 
pear most ungrateful and impolite. 
Each person, after well filling his 
mouth, shakes Ids open hand over the 
dish to throw back any grains of food 
which 
might 
have adhered to his 
greasy palm, lest any lie wasted! 
It 
would seem as though the fact of their 
handling the common meats would he 
disgusting enough, hut it is th** climax 
to see them rubbing off the crumbs that 
stick to their dirty hands int** the bowl 
from whence their neighbors must take 
their next mouthful. 
This process is 
repeated every instant until every one 
is satisfied. 
Even in a land of such customs there 
are grades of barbarism. 
Thus the 
mon* eivillz(*d Arabs consider it rude 
to put the whole of one hand into tin* 
dish and only use three fingers to help 
themselves more delicately to the food 
from the common dish. 
Whenever 
they do attempt to use table utensils it 
is merely to find favor in the eyes of 
souk* European guest, and they appear 
ludicrous and clumsy in their handling 
of these modern tools and not infre­ 
quently cut their lips with the knives 
or prick them with the forks. 
Where cups are provided the drink­ 
ing is (I one iii common, just like the 
eating, for only one or two cups are 
considered necessary for the whole 
party. 
But the usual thing for them 
to do is to finish eating their meal 
without drinking and then all rise up 
anti go together to the well and drink 
till they are satisfied. 
Whenever there is meat to be carved, 
or, rather, to be divided among the 
company, the host does this with his 
hands, but not without abundantly 
splashing the garments of the partak­ 
ers of the feast as he tears the meat 
violently asunder. 
The clothes of the 
guests are iii constant danger during 
Hie meal, for if the host becomes very 
genial and happy lie is liable to have 
sudden fits of affection for some of 
his friends and, with the usual exag­ 
gerated demonstrativeness of the ori­ 
ent, will hug the victim with both his 
sticky hands or else will throw dainty 
morsels of meat toward him, torii off 
tho bone especially for him, as a mark 
of favor and delicate attention. 
A European once asked some natives 
why they did not use knives and forks, 
and one of them answered indignantly: 
“The idea of using manufactured uten­ 
sils! It is an insult to God Almighty, 
who created our hands.” 
Another ex­ 
plained that their mode was by far the 
cleanlier, for lie exclaimed: “How can 
y*u bear to put into your mouths 
knives and forks which have been used 
by other people? 
We prefer to eat 
with our hands, which are absolutely 
our own.”—New York Tribune.

TRUSTS ALL VICIOUS? 
The trusts in this country arc certain­ 
ly not in good repute with the people» 
but the general belief is that they are 
not all vicious.

DIPPING IN THE DISH 


A CUSTOM STILL IN VOGUE AMONG 
SEMICIVILIZED ORIENTALS. 


The F ilth y lltihit of Fntfntc In C om ­

Germs cannot be as destructive to 
human health as is popularly believed, 
for if they were the total destruction of 
the orientals would have taken place 
many centuries ago, for among the 
many peculiar and primitive customs 
of the seiniclvilized races of tin* Holy 
Land one of tin* most loathsome prac­ 
ticed today is that called by westerners 
“dipping i:i the dish.” The custom dates 
back to Biblical days. 
Witnessing an Arab meal, one truly i 
wonders that there can he any human I 
beings left to carry on this horrid cus- j 
torn when one considers how great arc 
the precautions deemed necessary In > 
civilized lands both for the sake of j 
cleanliness and for checking tin* spread 
of disease, for it is a collection of 
dirty and grimy hands that one sees 
arourul the one common dish of rice 
and beans or of sour milk which con­ 
stitutes the principal meal of the day, 
either in the home or in the field. 
To watch these hungry beings set­ 
ting to work to devour their food, mak­ 
ing u^e of tlicir black hands reeking 
with filth and grime, is enough to take 
away one’s own appetite. True enough, 
according to the religious laws of both 
Mohammedans and Jews, it is required 
that the hands be washed before eating 
us well as before praying. Correct 
manners demand that the hearer of a 
pitcher shall pour water over the hands 
of each member of a group sitting 
down to eat. Where the people are 
well to do both pitcher and basin are 
of silver, and a towel Is carried on the 
bearer's arm for the wiping of hands. 
Ordinary people simply pour the water 
over the hands, letting it fall to the 
ground nnd using the corner of the 
ilowing robe for a towel. 
But even when they do thus “wash 
their hands” before sitting down to 
eat the scarcity of water allows only a 
so called “cat’s lick,” nnd. as soap is 
an unknown quantity to the Arab, this 
sprinkling of water over his finger tips 
does not really lessen the dirt on the 
hands, as they are rarely washed at 
other times, nor does it remove any 
germs of disease that must inevitably 
have settled there during the day’s in­ 
tercourse with animals and friends and 
neighbors of every class and condition, 
to each of whom a hearty salutation 
lias been offered in the shape of much 
handshaking and effusive kissing of 
both hands and faces, all of which 
would tend more or less to spread 
germs. 
When one thinks of the numerous 
lepers in Palestine, who are allowed 
nnieli freedom, and of those afflicted 
with minor skin diseases, who mingle 
freely with others regardless of the 
possibility of infection, without men­ 
tioning the appalling prevalence of 
ophthalmia, about which there is abso­ 
lutely no care or precaution taken, it 
becomes a fearsome sight, this min­ 
gling of soiled and diseased hands in 
one common dish of food at the same 
time and the placing of these hands 
within the eaters’ mouths after having 
handled food just, touched by their 
neighbor’s perhaps filthier ones. 
Still more repelling than this custom 
of putting one’s food into one’s own 
mouth ‘with soiled and greasy hands is 
the mark of attention demanded by 
Bedouin etiquette from a host to his 
guest. Before any of the group seated 
on tin* rough matting around the wood­ 
en bowl of food on the floor begin to 
eat tlx* host, with much ostentation, 
places his hand in the dish before him. 
and, taking out a good handful of the 
greasy sop, rolls it well between his 
palms and, patting it down thoroughly 
into the shape of a ball, reaches over 
toward his guest and himself puts it 
right into his mouth, pushing it well in 
with his fingers. 
This is Arab courtesy and hospitali­ 
ty, and if tin* guest is well bred he will 
open his mouth to receive this dainty 
morsel and thus accept his host’s mark 
of favor. With this signal the meal be­ 
gins. Then, turning up their wide 
sleeves to keep them well out of the 
dish, tlie company set to work hastily 
to devour tin* contents of the dish be­ 
fore them, and suddenly eight or ten 
dirty hands are plunged into the dish 
at once. 
There is an unwritten law which ap­ 
points to each man his own portion for 
“digging in the dish”—that is, the part 
nearest to his right hand and it would 
be as gross impoliteness for him to help 
himself to that on his left as for west­ 
erners to put knives in their mouths. 
Only one hand should be used, and 
with this halls are made out of the 
greasy mess, which are chucked into 
the mouth by a dexterous movement of 
the thumb. But rules of savage eti­ 
quette are broken in the orient as often 
us those of good breeding are in the 
Occident, and so one often sees groups 
of men in Ralestine eating together in 
a rapacious manner, putting both soil- 
i*d hands in tin* dish at once for great­ 
er ease In more quickly securing large 
mouthfuls of food. 
The Arabs have a saying about any 
one who helps himself too greedily 
from the dish: “He descends like the 
foot of a crow, hut ascends like the 
hoof of a camel.” 
A meal consists of one course only, 
and all the different messes are mixed 
together, whether meats, sweets or 
acids. The only pretense made for a 
plate or u fork is the thin flat cake of 
bread which breaks up easily. With it 
persons sop up the fluids and vegetables 
and they dish up the handfuls of food 
which they squeeze into the bread, thus 
making the latter serve for the outer 
wall of the ball of greasy substance 
which is to be thrown into their 
mouths. It Is then eaten with much 


smacking ij lips and other vulgar 
Hounds to demonstrate to their host 
their thorough appreciation and relish 
of lus repast. Not to do this is to ap­ 
pear most ungrateful and Impolite. 
Each person, after well filling his 
mouth, shakes his open hand over the 
dish to throw back any grains of food 
which might have adhered to his 
greasy palm, lest any be wasted! It 
would seotn as though the fact of their 
handling the common meats would he 
disgusting enough, but it is the climax 
to see them rubbing off the crumbs that 
stick to their dirty hands into the howl 
from whence their neighbors must take 
their next mouthful. This process is 
repeated every instant until every one 
la satisfied. 
Even in a land of such customs there 
are grades of barbarism. Thus the 
more civilized Arabs consider it rude 
to put the whole of one hand into the 
dish and only use three fingers to help 
themselves more delicately to the food 
from the common dish. Whenever 
they do attempt to use table utensils it 
is merely to find favor ill the eyes of 
some European guest, and they appear 
ludicrous and clumsy in their handling 
of these modern tools and not infre­ 
quently cut their lips with the knives 
or prick them with the forks. 
Where cups are provided the drink­ 
ing is done In common, just like the 
eating, for only one or two cups are 
considered necessary for the whole 
party. But the usual thing for them 
to do is to finish eating their meal 
without drinking and then all rise up 
and go together to the well and drink 
till they are satisfied. 
Whenever there is meat to he carved, 
or, rather, to be divided among the 
company, the host does this with his 
hands, but not without abundantly 
splashing the garments of the partak­ 
ers of the feast as he tears the meat 
violently asunder. The clothes of the 
guests are in constant danger during 
the meal, for if the host becomes very 
genial and happy he is liable to have 
sudden tits of affection for some of 
his friends and, with the usual exag­ 
gerated demonstrativeness of the ori­ 
ent, will hug the victim with both his 
sticky hands or else will throw dainty 
morsels of meat toward him, torn off 
the bone especially for him, as a mark 
of favor and delicate attention. 
A European once asked some natives 
why they did not use knives and forks, 
and one of them answered indignantly: 
“The idea of using manufactured uten­ 
sils! It is an Insult to God Almighty, 
who created our hands.” Another ex­ 
plained that their mode was by far the 
cleanlier, for he exclaimed: "How can 
yeu bear to put into your mouths 
knives and forks which have been used 
by other people? We prefer to eat 
with our hands, which are absolutely 
our own.”—New York Tribune.

Our bank has come into pos­ 
session of paper bearing his name, and 
we are a little anxious about it. (’an 
you give me an opinion regarding his 
soundness?” 
Now, the man addressed was Colo­ 
nel Ball, and he was shrewd enough 
to keep within the strict truth. Ris­ 
ing from his chair, he brought one 
hand down firmly and said: “I would, 
sir, that I liad every piece of paper 
bearing Colonel Ball’s name in my 
possession at this moment. I would 
feel perfectly secure if I had it.”

In Germany “von” means noble, and 
all persons belonging to the nobility 
have “von” before their family names 
without any exception. Persons whc 
do not belong to the nobility cannot 
put “von” before their names, as they 
have no right to do so and would be 
found out directly if they assumed it 
and make themselves ridiculous. But 
In case of a man being knighted for 
some reason or other he has the right 
to put “von” before bis family name. 
For instance, when Alexander Hum­ 
boldt was knighted be became Alexan 
der von Humboldt, and all his descend­ 
ants, male and female, take the prefix.

I w as down at the hospital the other 
day and took a picture of a man whom 
the Japanese had killed in a# pains­ 
taking and thorough a manner as any­ 
body can kill a man and still have 
som e regar«l for the G enera convention. 
They had drilled a rifle bullet straight 
through lii# heart. 
The Russian bnrial 
party took the word of the Japanese 
for it. 
They digged the grave and put 
uj) a wooden cross at the head of it, 
and the priest cam e and granted abso­ 
lution and w ent aw ay, and the burial 
party sat down and w aited for the 
man w ho w as shot through the heart 
to »Riit sm oking cigarettes and fold his 
pale hands over his b reast 
The dy­ 
ing sohlier sm oked cigarettes until the 
burial party had none left, and then 
they carried him into a house, so they 
could get som e tea and catch a few’ 
hours of sleep w hile the man who w as 
stmt through the heart could die when 
lie g »t good and ready. 
That night 
this w as on th.«* fourth 
day of th** battle of the Sha River—the 
Japanese opened a shell fire on the 
town, and all the wounded w ere hur­ 
riedly gathered up and carted off to 
Mukden. 
Along w ith the rest w ent the 
man who was shot through the lmnrt. 
never thinking to tell the litter Iwarers 
that it w as all u m istake and that his 
grave had been fixed and the wooden 
cross put up and that he w as expected 
back. 
Arriving at Mukden, the wouml- 
«*d were sorted out, and all who could 
Pr« s i - 1 l»e classified as “desperate eases’’ vver«' 
taken over to Dr. Butz’# hospital. 
As ti desperate case the man who 
was shot through the lmart stood at the 
very top of the list. Th© young sur- 
i geou who did the sorting out didn't 
; know whether the man wouhi live long 
May, enough to be put Into the am bulance, 
but when he saw the patient had a 
hole through his heart tie said, “This 
No. 2 North- 1 will tickle old Butz to death; it’s just 
his kimi.” So he sent the man along. 
He w as carried very carefully into Hie 
hospital, and the doctor w as sent for. 
I saw th»* man w ith a bullet hole 
through bis heart tw o w eeks after the 
shooting occurred. H e w as not iu his 
bed, and w e had to hunt for him all 
over the hospital nnd finally rounded 
him up at the far end, when* he w as 
foregathering with som e of Ids regi­ 
ment who werfwalso convalescent. 
H e cam e back and sat for his picture 
on condition that he would be permit 
ted to put ids uniform on in a few days 
more and go dow ntow n. A fter I nuw 
tills man 1 no longer wondered why 
the Japanese success w as only momen- 
tar.v. 
W hat's the use of killing men 
when Dr. Butz overhauls them and 
patches them up and makes them good 
u# new? 
Dr. B uts, w hen at home in St. Peters­ 
burg, is at the head of the largest hos­ 
pital in the R ussian capital. 
He w as 
born in the Baltic provinces of Russia, 
and German was his mother tongue. 
H e w as educated in Germany and fin­ 
ished ills medical studies at the Edin­ 
burgh university. 
T he doctor is proud of his hospital 
in Mukden. 
It is not much to look at. 
it w as formerly one of the m achine 
shops «if the railroad and is located in 
the center of the Russian settlement* 
three ami a half m iles from the brick 
w alls of Mukden. 
During tho sum ­ 
mer the doctor had f«>r a hospital a 
lama tem ple, which he had put Into 
good repair. 
It w as a cool, pretty 
place, with courtyards crowded w ith 
splendid trees. 
But 
after I.lnoyang. 
w hen it w as thought for aw hile that it 
would be necessary to retreat to Fie 
ling, the ihi« t»ir w as obliged t«> give up 
his 
tem ple and 
bring 
his wounded 


down t«> the new hospital in th** old 
m achine shop, so that in case of neces* 
Sity his wounded c«*u!d Is* readily put 
on the cars and taken north. 
Hi nee in* cam e out to Manchuria in 
June 
3.500

Trepanning has been necessary In e v ­ 
er}* eft#** *V shell wound, but bullet 
wound# which extern! quite through 
the brain often hen! without much 
trouble. 
Hhitnosf* shell wound# are th*> 
worst to handle, as the fragment# of 
the shell m angle and tear in a frightful 
fashion. 
Every available foot of spa«*© in the 
doctor's 
hospital 
is 
covered 
with 
wounded. There are n«*t enough cot# to 
go around, and beds are made up «»11 the 
floor so close together that there are 
only narrow pathw ays for the doctor# 
an*l nurses to w alk in. o n a visit to 
the hospital the other day I found five 
Japanese wounded being cared for. 
une w as shot through the head, but 
the doctor had removed a piece of the 
skull hiwI taken out the splinters and 
otherw ise operated on the wound so 
that it wn# healing nicely, and the pa­ 
tient w as sitting up In his bed, sm oking 
cigarette# and sm iling. Tw o other Jap­ 
anese, one of whom had been shot 
tw ice through the lungs and another 
w ho had been bored through the intes­ 
tines by n bullet and stabbed a half 
dozen tim es by bayonet# in the desper­ 
ate fight for the fourte«*n guns captur­ 
ed by the R ussians on the little hill to 
the left of the railroad, were both con­ 
valescent. 
The llttl»* Japanese were as 
well 
cared for as the Russian pris«»m*rs and 
looked quit© contented. The doctor and 
a Red Gross nurse m eantim e were busy 
for mor«* than half an hour giving soup 
to another poor little boy Japanese 
w hose wound in the head had pro 
duc*xl lockjaw nnd w ho could just bare­ 
ly ojnui his mouth wide enough to take 
a little of the soup that the nurse w as 
feeding to him. 
"Sorry, aw fully sorry," said th© doc­ 
tor when he Joined us again. ‘T v e done 
everything 1 could for that boy, but 
I*m afraid I'm going t«> lose him . H e’s 
a good l»oy, a brave, jifttient little soul. 
Oh, war, war, war! it’s horrible, horri­ 
ble!" 
1 watched the doctor that afternoon 
as he undid som e more of the wanton 
cruelty

brought in to us a man, or, at least, it 
w as w hat w as left of a man.

After having been out at the front 
for two weeks watching the Japanese 
phoot holes through our Russians it 
was very' interesting while resting in 
Mukden to watch how the holes were 
plugged tip, says Richard IL Little the 
Manchurian correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago News. 
Dr. Richard Itutz is the hero of this 
narrative—that is, if it is proper to call 
a man who has not waded through 
fields of slaughter a hero. 
Ile is one 
of the great stumbling blocks that lie 
in the Japanese path to victory. They 
hit a luau in a vital spot and by all the 
laws of war and medical science the 
man should he dead and another name 
added to the sum total of the victims 
of Japanese prowess. 
Instead of that, 
Dr. Butz receives the man into ids 
hospital, finds the bullet and throws It 
away, patches up the works, and the 
man gets well and goes hack to the 
firing line. 
Dr. Blitz bas cared for sixty-five men 
shot in the bruin. 
The modern high 
velocity small bore steel bullet gives 
the skillful surgeon a chance. Of these 
sixty-five men operated on by Dr. Butz 
many 
had 
bullet 
wounds 
straight 
through Hie brain. Tiles** were easy to 
treat. But others nail severe fractures, 
caused by fragments of shell smashing 
the hones of the skull and driving 
pieces into the brain. The bullets from 
tin* shrapnel shells also make bad 
wounds. 
They are of slow velocity 
and instead of whistling clean through 
a man w hen they hit. searing with their 
Intense beat the edges of the wound, 
they break and fracture where they 
enter and bulge In the body. 
Yet of 
these sixty five difficult cases Dr. Butz 
has lost only five. 
I was down at the hospital the other 
day and took a picture of a man whom 
tin1 Japanese had killed in as pains­ 
taking arid thorough a manner as any­ 
body can kill a man and still have 
some regard for the Geneva convention. 
They had drilled a rifle bullet, straight 
through his heart, Tile Russian burial 
party took the word of the Japanese 
for it. They digged the grave and put 
up a wooden cross at the head of it, 
and the priest came and granted abso­ 
lution and went away, and the burial 
party sat down and waited for the 
man who was shot through the heart 
to quit smoking cigarettes and fold his 
hands over ids breast. 
The dy­ 
ing soldier smoked cigarettes until the 
burial party had none left, and then 
they carried him into a house, so they 
could g«‘t soma tea and catch a few 
hours of sleep while the man who was 
shot through the heart could die when 
he got good and ready. 
That night- this was on the fourth 
day of the battle of the Slut River—the 
Japanese opened a shell fire on the 
town, and all the wounded were hur­ 
riedly gathered up and carted off to 
Mukden. Along with the rest went the 
man who was shot through the heart, 
never thinking to tell the litter bearers 
that it was all a mistake and that his 
grave had been fixed and the wooden 
cross put up and that he was expected 
back. Arriving at Mukden, the wound­ 
ed wert* sorted out, and all who could 
he classified as “desperate cases” were 
taken over to Dr. Blitz’s hospital. 
As a desperate case the man who 
was shot through the heart stood at the 
very top of the list. The young sur­ 
geon who did the sorting out didn’t 
know whether the man would live long 
enough to be put into the ambulance, 
but when he saw the patient had a 
hole through his heart he said, “This 
will tickle old Butz to death; it’s just 
his kind.” So he sent the man along. 
He was carried very carefully into Hie 
hospital, and the doctor was sent for. 
I saw the man with a bullet hole 
through his heart two weeks after the 
shooting occurred. He was not in his 
bcd, and we had to hunt for him all 
over the hospital and finally rounded 
him up at the far end, where he was 
foregathering with some of hiR regi­ 
ment who were**nIso convalescent. 
Ile came hack and sat for his picture 
on condition that he would be permit­ 
ted to put his uniform on in a few days 
more and go downtown. After I (taw 
this man I no longer wondered why 
the Japanese success was only momen­ 
tary. 
W hat’s the use of killing men 
when Dr. Butz overhauls thorn and 
patches them up and makes them goo*l 
us new? 
Dr. Butz, when at home iii St. Peters­ 
burg, is at the bend of the largest hos­ 
pital iii the Russian capital. 
He was 
j born In flu* Baltic provinces of Russia, 
I and German was his mother tongue; 


I He was educated in Germany and fin­ 
ished his medical studies at the Edin- 
I burgh university. 
The doctor is proud of his hospital 
in Mukden. 
It is not much to look at. 
! It: was formerly one of the machine 


J shops of tin* railroad and Is located In 
j flu* center of the Russian settlement, 
three and a half miles from the brick 
walls of Mukden. 
During the sum­ 
mer th** doctor had for a hospital a 
lama temple, which he had put Into 
good repair. 
It was a cool, pretty 
place, a il Ii courtyards crowded with 
splendid trees. 
But after Llaoyang, 
when it was thought for awhile that it 
would be necessary to retreat to Tie- 
llng, the doctor was obliged to give up 
his tempi** and bring his wounded 


down to the new hospital in th** old 
machine shot*, so that in case of neces­ 
sity his wounded could I*** readily put 
oil the cars and taken north. 
Since he came out to Manchuria in 
June 
3,500 
patients 
have 
passed 
through Dr. Blitz’s hands, 
o f this 
number sixty 
were suffering 
from 
wounds In tin* head affecting the brain. 
Trepanning has been necessary iii ev­ 
ery case (%f shell wound, but bullet 
wounds which extend quito through 
the brain often beal without much 
trouble. Shlmose shell wounds ar** the 
worst to handle, as the fragments of 
the shell mangle and tear in a frightful 
fashion. 
Every available foot of space iii the 
doctor’s 
hospital 
is 
covered 
with 
wounded. There ar** not enough cots to 
go around, and beds are made up on the 
floor so close together that there are 
only narrow pathw ays for the doctors 
anil nurses to walk In. On a visit to 
the hospital the other day I found five 
Japanese wounded being cared for.

After having been out at the front 
for two weeks watching the Japanese 
ihoot holes through our Russians it 
was very' interesting while resting in 
Mukden to watch how the holes were 
plugged up, says Richard H. IJttle the 
Manchurian correspondent of the Chi­ 
cago News. 
Dr. Richard But* is the hero of this 
narrative—that is, if it is proper to call 
a man who has not waded through 
fields of slaughter a hero, 
lie is one 
of the great stumbling blocks th at lie 
in the Japanese path to victory.

laws of war and medical science the 
man should be dead und another name 
added to the sum total of the victims 
of Japanese prowess. 
Instead of that, 
l)r. Butz receives the man into his 
hospital, finds the bullet and throws it 
away, patches up the works, and the 
man gets well and goes back to the 
firing line. 
Dr. Butz lias cared for sixty-five men 
shot in the brain. 
The modern high 
velocity small bore steel bullet gives 
the skillful surgeon a chance. Of these 
sixty-five men operated on by Dr. Butz 
many 
had 
bullet 
wounds 
straight 
through the brain. These were easy to 
treat. 
But others mul severe fractures, 
caustxl by fragments of shell smashing 
the bones of the skull and driving 
pieces into the brain. The bullets from 
the shrapnel shells 
also make bad 
wounds. 
They are of slow velocity 
and instead of whistling clean through 
a man when they hit, searing with their 
intense beat tlie edges of the wound, 
they break and fracture where they 
enter and lodge in the body. 
Yet of 
these sixty five difficult cases I or. Butz 
has lost only five. 
I was down at the hospital the other 
day and took a picture of a man whom 
the Japanese had killed in as pains­ 
taking and thorough a manner as any­ 
body can kill a man and still have 
some regard for the Geneva convention.
